A  large  portion  of  the  alcohol  has 
been  sold  to  be  used  in  the  arts,  and  for  chemical  and 
mechanical  purposes ;  the  other  kinds  mostly  for  medicinal 
use.

It  is  not  only  used  by  the  sick  and  the 
invalid,  but  is  greatly  craved  by  the  "  fast  man,"  the  loafer, 
and  the  vagabond.  The  Agent  is  under  the  necessity  of 
using  extra  caution  in  the  sale  of  this  article,  and,  after  all, 
is  sometimes  imposed  upon  and  deceived  by  the  reckless  and 
unworthy. 

It  has  been  and  is  the  intention  of  the  Agent  to  conform

Both  custom  and  the  By-Laws  of  the  town  seem  to  require 
that  we,  as  a  Board,  should  make  a  report  of*  our  doings  for 
the  past  year,  and  also  speak  with  reference  to  the  future,  as 
we  lay  the  record  of  our  work  before  the  voters  and  tax- 
payers of  Woburn,  and  vacate  our  seats  to  others  more  wise 
and  competent  than  ourselves. 

We  have  passed  through  another  year  of  anxiety,  of 
alternate  hope  and  fear  for  our  country,  and  for  our  fathers, 
our  brothers,  and  our  sons,  who  have  so  nobly  volunteered 
for  the  conflict  to  subdue  the  slave-holders'  and  man-stcalers' 
rebellion,  and  cause  union  and  impartial  liberty  to  be  ours, 
pow  and  forever ! 

We  trust  peace — sweet  peace — will  soon  again  come  ;  and 
as  we  read  and  re-read  the  history  of  the  conflict,  may  it  be, 
to  us  and  ours,  a  beacon-light  to  warn  us  and  our  posterity 
of  the  •  danger  that  must  arise,  and  of  the  dire  judgments 
which  must  come  to  any  people  who,  in  any  way,  may  lend  a 
helping  kind  to  degrade,  to  oppress,  to  bind  and  to  enslave, 
their  fellow  men.  "  God  is  not  mocked  :  whatsoever  a  man 
soweth  that  shall  he  also  reap." 

Theorize  on  the  matter  as  we  may,  and  talk  about  atone- 
ment for  transgression  as  glibly  as  we  will,  it  is  heaven's 
eternal  truth;  attested  by  history  and  experience,  that  God's 
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retributive  justice  will  not  suffer  wrong  to  go  unpunished. 
There  is  no  safety  for  any  man,  for  any  community,  or 
for  any  nation,  but  in  absolute  righteousness.  this, 
we  believe,  is  the  true  doctrine,  to  which  all  should  give 
heed,  and  which  should  be  indelibly  impressed  on  the  minds 
of  the  whole  rising  generation. 


On  the  preceding  pages  the  Auditor  has  given  a  full  and 
fair  exhibit  of  the  municipal  expenses  of  the  town  for  the 
past  year,  and  also  its  present  financial  condition. 

Notwithstanding  the  exercise  of  all  the  economy  in  money- 
spending  which  the  best  interests  of  Woburn  would  seem  to 
justify,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  expenditures,  in  most  of  the 
departments,  have  exceeded  the  appropriations  voted  by  the 
town— but,  for  obvious^easons,  this  could  not  be  well  avoid- 
ed. Every  man  who  has  a  mouth  to  fill,  a  back  to  clothe,  a 
team  to  drive,  laborers  to  pay,  or  machinery  to  run,  well 
knows  the  extra  expense,  for  the  last  twelve  months,  attend- 
ing all  ordinary  operations. 

Guided  by  the  past,  the  Selectmen  recommend  the  town  to

SCHOOLS. 

Perhaps  it  is  not  becoming  in  us  to  say  much  under  this 
head,  as  the  Report  of  the  School  Committee  is  now  before 
you.  The  sum  we  have  recommended  ($9,500)  for  instruc- 
tion and  care  of  rooms,  and  ($2,500)  for  fuel  and  incidentals, 
is  the  amount  indicated  by  your  School  Committee,  who  are 
the  more  suitable  judges  in  the  case. 

As,  on  the  intelligence  as  well  as  on  the  virtue  of  the 
American  people,  depends  the  stability  and  perpetuity  of  our 
free  institutions,  let  Woburn  do  its  part  in  the  work  of  com- 
mon school  education.  Education  elevates :  without  a  re- 
spectable degree  of  it,  one  must  necessarily  be  somewhat 
menial.  It  is  the  best  wealth  the  parent  can  bequeath  to  his 
child.  Gold,  and  houses,  and  lands  and  stocks  are  all  of  un- 
certain tenure,  and  may  soon  flee  the  possessor ;  but  an  ed- 
ucation is  something  that  is  ever  present,  constantly  accom- 
panying one  life-through,  yielding  more  joy  and  satisfaction 
than  any  amount  of  material  possessions  can.  Education  is 
what  cannot  be  bought,  except  at  its  full  price ;  it  is  what  can- 
not be  borrowed  of  you  to  be  returned  not  again,  nor  stolen 
from  you  or  yours.    Education  can  hardly  be  procured  for

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our  children  at  too  dear  a  rate.  Then  let  the  town  vote  the 
raonej;  not  grudgingly,  but  heartily  and  freely;  and  see  well 
to  it,  that  all  our  youth  of  a  proper  age  are  encouraged  and 
helped  to  attend  our  schools,  and  that  none  are  hindered  or 
expelled,  except  for  wise,  well-grounded  and  strictly  lawful 
reasons. 

TOWN  LIBRARY. 

We  have  recommended  an  appropriation  of  three  hundred 
dollars  for  the  Town  Library,  believing  that  next  to  school- 
ing, money  cannot  be  better  spent  than  for  the  purchase  of 
good  books  for  general  reading.  For  particulars  concerning 
the  Library,  its  condition,  the  number  of  volumes  it  contains, 
and  the  number  taken  out  for  reading,  &c.,  &c.,  we  would  re- 
fer to  the  report  of  the  Library  Committee,  herewith  pub- 
lished. 

We  are  happy  here  t^lay  before  the  town  the  following 
communication  addressed  to  our  Town  Clerk,  from  the  Exec- 
utors of  the  Will  of  the  late  Hon.  Bowen  Buckman,  as  evi- 
dence of  a  generous  donation  for  the  Town  Library.

Dear  Sir: — We  hereby  transmit  to  you  a  copy  of 
that  portion  of  the  Will  of  the  late  Bowen  Buckman,  Esq.,  deceased, 
which  relates  to  the  Town  of  Woburn,  which  is  as  follows : 

"  I  give  the  Town  of  Woburn,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex  and 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Eive  Hundred  Dollars  to  be  paid  by 
my  Executors  two  years  after  my  decease.  This  donation  is  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Public  Library  in  said  Town  of  Woburn,  to  be  applied 
for  the  purchase  of  books,  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town,  at  such  times  as  they  may  judge  advisable.  That  part  of  the 
donation  not  expended  to  be  kept  at  interest,  all  of  which  to  be  applied 
to  the  same  purpose."

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ALMSHOUSE    AND    OUTSIDE  RELIEF. 

We  are  giviag  fall  support  at  this  time  to  only  eigh- 
teea  (18)  persons,  eight  (8)  males  and  ten  (10)  females. 
Fifteen  (15)  of  this  number  are  provided  for  at  our  Alms- 
house, two  (2)  are  boarding  in  families,  and  one  (1)  is  at  the 
State  Lunatic  Hospital. 

It  is  creditable  to  Woburn,  and  gratifying  to  us  all,  that 
so  few  persons  are  compelled  to  rely  whoUij  on  the  town 
for  maintenance.  Those  who  do  thus  rely  on  the  town  are 
well  provided  for,  and  made  as  comfortable  as  their  condi- 
tion will  well  admit. 

We  have  bargained  vvith  Mr.  Lewis,  as  Master  of  our 
Almshouse  for  another  year,  believing  nothing  would  be 
gained  by  a  change.  Much  praise  is  due  Mrs.  Lewis,  for  the 
manner  in  which  she  discharges  her  duties  as  Mistress  of  the 
house.    Few  could  do  as  well — fewer  still  could  excel  her. 

Not  taking  into  account  the  interest  on  the  money  invest- 
ed, the  net  expense  of  the  Almshouse  the  past  year,  has  been 
$1656  97;  equal  to  only  $1.99  per  week  for  each  pauper 
there  supported.  This  shows  conclusively,  that  the  affairs 
of  the  establishment  have  been  well  managed  for  the  town. 

The  health  of  the  dependents  there  the  past  year  has  been 
remarkably  good.  The  physician  has  been  rarely  called  on, 
but  little  medicine  used,  and  consequently,  perhaps,  but 
one  death  has  occurred ;  this,  a  maiden  lady,  having  seen  her 
hundred  summers,  she,  like  the  autumnal  fruit  fully  ripe,  let 
go  her  hold  on  the  earthly  bough,  to  be  harvested  into  heav- 
en!  Mary  Richardson,  (daughter  of  Abel  and  Mary,)  born 
Aug.  18th,  1764,  died  (secundum  naturam)  March  27th,  186L 

The  sum  total  of  Outside  Relief  (both  in  town  and  out,) 
has  been  two  thousand,  four  hundred  and  forty-seven  dol- 
lars and  75  cents.  Of  this  amount,  eight  hundred  and  forty 
seven  dollars  and  forty-four  cents,  has  been,  or  will  be  most- 
ly refunded.  Four  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  forty-nine 
cents  has  been  expended  for  temporary  relief  to  those 
6 
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who  have  no  legal  settlement  in  the  State^  thus  leaving  only 
one  thousand,  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars  and  eigh- 
ty-two cents,  which  has  been  expended  for  relief  to  those 
who  have  a  legal  settlement  in  Woburn,  and  such  other  per- 
sons as  the  law  compels  the  town  to  provide  for  or  support 
T^instance  those  sent  from  Woburn  to  the  Reform  School, 
and  soforth. 

We  will  here  take  occasion  to  say,  that  in  the  matter  of 
Outside  Relief,  all  calls  on  the  Overseers  have  in  a  legal 
way  been  attended  to.  All  having  a  legal  settlement  in 
Woburn,  or  in  any  town  or  city  in  the  State,  have  received 
prompt  and  ample  aid  here. 

Of  State  paupers,  we  have  sent  to  the  State  Almshouse  in 
Tewksbury,  all  who  were  willing  and  able  to  go  there,  in  all, 
for  the  entire  year,  22.  Those  not  sick,  declining  our  "per- 
mit," thus  refusing  ^'  State  Charity,"  we  left  to  provide  for 
themselves. 

Seeing  the  State  ^s  made  ample  provision  for,  and  as- 
sumed the  support  of  all  paupers  who  have  no  legal  settle- 
ment in  the  Commonwealth,  we  have  judged  that  as  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor,  we  had  no  legal  right  to  expend  the 
Town's  money  for  the  maintenance  of  those  the  State  is 
ready  at  all  times  to  provide  for. 

The  amount  expended  for  ">utside  Relief  has  been  larger 
this  year  than  usual,  mainly  on  account  of  sickness  among 
our  foreign  population.  Several  cases  have  occurred,  where- 
in it  was  deemed  extremely  hazardous  to  remove  the  depen- 
dents to  the  State  Almshouse,  so  we  were  compelled,  both 
by  humanity  and  law,  to  provide  for  such  here. 

Such  is  the  ignorance  of  the  laws  of  health,  the  intemper- 
ance, the  uucleanliness,  and  such  are  the  various  exposures 
of  a  class  of  our  population,  that  the  above  item  of  expense 
is  pretty  sure  not  to  diminish,  but  to  greatly  increase  from 
year  to  year. 

It  is  impossible  to  make  any  very  close  estimate  what  our 
pauper  expenses  may  be  ]  we  have  thought,  however,  that  the 


amount  we  have  indicated  (2000  dollars)  for  the  Almshouse, 
and  (1200  dollars)  for  Outside  Relief  may  be  sufficient  for 
the  coming  year. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

That  the  expenses  of  this  department  have  so  exceeded 
the  amount  appropriated,  is  owing  to  the  furnishing  of  new 
hose  for  the  several  engine  companies— which  was  some- 
thing not  anticipated,  yet  decidedly  indispensable— as  the 
department  could  not  operate,  to  any  considerable  advan- 
tage, without  this  outlay. 

That  Woburn  has  suffered  so  little  the  past  year  from  the 
ravages  of  the  devouring  element— that  fires,  through  acci- 
dent, or  carelessness,  or  by  the  hand  of  the  incendiary,  have 
been  of  so  rare  occurrence — is  a  matter  of  much  congratu- 
lation. 

For  an  exhibit  of  the  past  year's  services  and  present 
condition  of  the  Fire  Department,  we  would  refer  the  town 
to  the  Report  of  our  efficient  Chief  Engineer. 

For  this  department,  the  coming  year,  we  have  recom- 
mended an  appropriation  of  $1300. 

HIGHWAYS,  BRIDGES  AND  SIDEWALKS. 

The  amount  expended  in  this  department  the  past  year, 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  Auditor's  Report,  is  between  six  and 
seven  hundred  dollars  more  than  the  appropriation.  Th» 
advance  in  labor  and  material  have  been  fully  twenty-five  per 
cent,  more  than  was  anticipated  by  the  Board,  when  making 
up  the  recommendation  for  this  department  one  year  ago  • 
which  makes  all  the  difference  of  the  excess  of  the  expendi- 
ture. Among  the  repairs  charged  to  this  department  the 
past  year,  is  the  expense  of  laying  a  heavy  bank  wall  and 
filling  in,  thereby  widening  a  place  on  Salem  street,  near  the 
tannery  of  J.  B.  Winn  &  Co.,  heretofore  too  narrow  and 
dangerous  for  the  increasing  public  travel  on  that  street. 
Also  the  repairs  done  on  the  street  leading  from  Main  street 
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to  the  western  entrance  of  the  Cemetery — by  blasting  and 
removing  a  large  portion  of  a  ledge,  thereby  lowering  the 
hill,  and  grading  and  widening  the  street,  which  we  believe 
to  be  money  well  expended;  and  we  feel  that  all  citizens 
who  have  occasion  to  visit  the  Cemetery  over  this  street, 
will  agree  with  us,  that  it  has  been  a  job  of  work  too  long 
neglected. 

Still  another  important  expenditure  in  this  department  the 
past  year,  has  been  the  removal  of  the  wooden  bridge, 
standing  where  School  street  crosses  the  old  Middlesex 
Canal  at  North  Woburn,  and  permanently  filling  up  the  land 
with  suitable  culverts  at  this  crossing,  level  with  the  street. 
Ifc  was  found,  on  examination,  that  the  sleepers  of  the  old 
bridge  were  so  much  decayed,  as  to  render  passing  over 
with  heavy  teams  unsafe ;  and,  instead  of  building  another 
temporary  bridge,  it  was  believed  by  the  Board  to  be  econ- 
omy for  the  town  to  fill  up  permanently. 

The  amount  reconuawinded  for  this  department  is  an  in- 
crease over  last  year;  but,  taking  the  rise  of  labor  and  ma- 
terial into  account,  it  is  not  believed  to  be  more  than  the 
true  interest  of  the  town  will  warrant  to  be  appropriated  to 
keep  the  roads  and  sidewalks  in  good  repair. 

NEW  ROADS. 

In  1863  a  new  road  was  laid  out  and  ordered  to  be  built, 
by  the  County  Commissioners:  commencing  on  Main  street, 
near  the  house  of  Daniel  Richardson — widening  and  straight- 
ening New  Boston  street  to  a  point  near  the  house  of  Mr. 
Isaac  Ashby,  thence  building  a  new  way  from  New  Boston 
street  to  Middle  street,  to  a  point  near  the  old  mill,  now 
owned  by  Col.  M.  F.  Winn ;  then  widening  and  straightening 
a  portion  of  Middle  street,  terminating  near  the  ^rail-road 
bridge  at  Richardson's  mill. 

Another  order  from  the  Commissioners  was  for  the  widen- 
ing and  straightening  of  Bedford  street;  both  of  which  have 
been  completed  to  the  acceptance  of  said  commissioners,  al- 
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though  unavoidably  by  a  larger  expenditure  of  some  six- 
hundred  dollars,  than  was  appropriated  for  new  roads. 

EESERYOIRS. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  it  was  voted,  by  recom- 
mendation from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department, 
to  build  three  or  more  reservoirs. 

Accordingly,  the  unusually  dry  weather  of  August  and 
September  last  was  taken  advantage  of,  and  four  good  self- 
filling  reservoirs  have  been  built  by  order  of  the  Board, 
located  as  follows,  viz :  One  on  Rail-Road  street,  near  the 
house  of  Mr.  Luke  Fowle,  one  on  Main  street,  at  the  foot  of 
Summer  street,  one  on  Union  street,  and  one  at  North  Wo- 
burn.  The  whole  cost  of  sinking  the  same  has  been  1027  38, 
which  has  been  charged  to  the  miscellaneous  department,  as 
there  was  no  specified  appropriation  made  for  reservoirs. 

MISCELLANEOUS  EXPENSES. 

To  this  department  is  charged  the  odds  and  ends  of  what- 
ever does  not  belong  anywhere  else.  It  is  a  kind  of  reser- 
voir from  which  to  draw  in  cases  of  emergency.  Last  year 
the  miscellaneous  appropriation  was  three  thousand  dollars. 
Deficiency  about  twenty-seven  hundred  dollars.  This  main- 
ly on  account  of  building  the  new  reservoirs  which  are 
charged  to  this  department.  We  think  what  we  have  recom- 
mended, 3000  dollars,  may  be  sufficient  for  the  coming  year. 

CEMETERY  AND  BURIAL  GROUNDS. 

The  appropriations  we  have  recommended  for  these 
grounds,  (800  dollars,)  we  cannot  but  believe  the  town  will 
cheerfully  vote.  In  the  Cemetery  alone  almost  every  family 
in  town  is  more  or  less  interested;  for  there  rest  the  re- 
mains  of  the  highly  cherished  and  dearly  loved  ones  we  no 
more  can  see  on  earth.    And  there,  too,  lie  buried  a  score 
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or  more  of  the  honored  heroes  of  the  day,  who  have  laid 
down  their  lives  a  noble  and  willing  sacrifice  for  their  coun- 
try, in  this,  its  hour  of  peril.  Truly,  their  ashes  alone  make 
holy  this  ^'  city  of  the  dead !  " 

"  How  sleep  the  brave  who  sink  to  rest 
By  all  their  country's  wishes  blest  ! 
When  spring  with  dewy  fingers  cold, 
Returns  to  deck  their  hallowed  mould. 
She  then  shall  dress  a  sweeter  sod 
Than  fancy's  feet  have  ever  trod. 

*         *         *       .  *  * 

By  Fairy  hands  their  knell  is  rung; 
By  forms  unseen  their  dirge  is  sung; 
There  Honor  comes,  a  pilgrim  gray, 
To  bless  the  turf  that  wraps  their  clay; 
And  Freedom  shall  awhile  repair. 
To  dwell  a  weeping  hermit  there !  " 

In  the  "  Common  G^und,"  so-called,  in  the  Cemetery,  we 
learn  there  are  no  less  than  three  hundred  graves  without  any 
mark  or  sign  to  indicate  the  names  of  the  persons  therein 
interred.  This  should  be  so  no  longer.  Men  are  not  brutes. 
A  stone,  numbered,  should  be  at  the  head  of  each  grave ;  and 
the  same  number,  with  the  persons  name  answering  thereto 
should  be  registered  in  the  Town  CJterk's  office.  The  net 
cost  of  all  this  would  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  fifty  or  four  hundred  dollars.  Only  a  slight  memoran- 
dum sketch,  which  is  liable  any  time  to  be  lost,  is  now  ex- 
tant to  give  us  any  light  in  regard  to  the  burials  here.  Yet, 
aided  by  that  faint  sketch,  headstone^  can  be  erected,  and  a 
permanent  record  can  be  made  of  the  identical  burial  places 
of  these  unhonored  and  almost  forgotten  of  God's  children. 

Also,  a  bank  wall,  in  the  place  of  a  dilapidated  fence,  is 
much  needed  on  the  west  side  of  the  burying  ground  border- 
ing on  Park  street.  The  expense  of  this  need  not  exceed 
one  hundred  dollars. 

We  trust  the  town  will  authorize  and  instruct  the  Select- 
men or  the  Cemetery  Committee,  to  carry  out  what  we  have 
above  recommended. 
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SHADE  TREES. 


That  future  generations  may  call  us  blessed,  we  recom- 
mend  the  continued  planting  of  shade  trees  on  the  borders 
of  our  streets.  Let  special  attention  be  paid  to  this  the 
present  season,  that  our  children  and  our  children's  children, 
may  say  in  the  good  future— This  and  that  tree  was  planted 
by  our  ancestors  on. the  last  year  of  the  great  rebellion.  We 
have  recommended  for  this  object  an  appropriation  of  one 
hundred  dollars. 

TOWN  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  present  indebtedness  of  the  town  on  approved  notes 
given  by  the  Treasurer,  is  eighty-two  thousand  ($82000). 
The  amount  already  due,  and  becoming  due  this  year,  is 
twenty-two  thousand,  four  hundred  dollars.  Due  in  the 
financial  year  of  1866-7,  nine  thousand  dollars.  In  1867-8 
fourteen  thousand,  one  hundred  dollars.  In  1868-9,  five 
thousand,  seven  hundred  dollars.  In  1869-70,  five  thous- 
and, nine  hundred  dollars.  In  1870-1,  five  thousand.  In 
1871-2,  five  thousand.  In  1872-3,  fourteen  thousand,  one 
hundred.    In  1873-4,  eight  hundred  dollars. 

Of  the  twenty-two  thousand^  four  hundred  to  be  provided 
for  this  year,  we  would  recommend  that  the  town  raise  by 
taxation,  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  the  balance  of  twelve 
thousand,  four  hundred  dollars,  the  Town  Treasurer  hire  on 
a  term  of  years.  Let  the  town  pay  ten  thousand  dollars 
this  year,  and  nine  thousand  dollars  per  year  for  the  next 
eight  years,  and  the  present  indebtedness  of  Woburn  will  be 
wholly  cancelled.    All  this  can  be  very  easily  done. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  town  one  year  ago,  was  54,900 
dollars.  Two  original  notes,  amounting  to  8,700  dollars, 
have  been  paid.  But  the  money  hired  the  past  year,  as  per 
vote  of  the  town,  for  military  bounty  and  State  aid  has  in- 
creased the  debt  to  the  present  amount. 

On  17,500  dollars  of  the  above  indebtedness  the  town  is 


paving  six  per  cent,  interest.  On  24^000  dollars,  five  and  a 
and  a  half  per  cent.  On  the  balance,  only  five  per  cent. 
Total  amount  of  yearly  interest  on  present  indebtedness, 
4,845  dollars. 

We  have  recommended  the  town  to  raise  to  pay  the  item 
of  interest,  5,500-  dollars.  As  money  must  be  hired  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes,  we  believe  the  amount  we  have  named 
will  be  none  too  large. 

TOWN  OFFICERS. 

Woburn  is  a  busy  town.  Our  most  worthy  men  love  work. 
Labor  is  respectable  in  this  place.  'Tis  rare  you  see  a  man 
of  leisure  here.  But  notwithstanding  all  this,  but  very  few 
of  these  busy  men,  who  are  competent,  are  willing  to  leave 
their  shops  and  their  farms  and  serve  the  town  with- 
out fair  compensation  for  the  same. 

Besides,  every  maj**  knows  that  cheap  help  is  dearest  in 
the  end.  Ten  manly  men,  with  brains  and  energy,  reliable 
in  a.ny  er>iergency,  ready  to  shoulder  responsibilities  whether 
popular  or  otherwise,  at  two  hundred  dollars  each,  as  yearly 
compensation,  are  far  cheaper  for  the  town,  than  three  scores 
of  drones,  doing  nothing  and  charging  nothing,  thinking  only 
of  the  honoTy  and  caring  not  whether  the  wind  blows  fair  or 
foul,  whether  Woburn  progresses^fiipward,  or  backward  goes 
to  chaos. 

Choose  the  right  men,  pay  them  well  for  their  services, 
and  your  work  will  be  well  done.  We  have  recommended 
an  appropriation  of  2000  dollars  for  the  payment  of  Town 
Officers.    We  think  it  little  enough. 

LITIGATION. 

During  the  last  four  years  the  town  has  paid  out  but  little 
for  lawyer's  advice  or  court  fees.  But  two  cases  have  re- 
cently come  up,  and  are  now  on  the  docket  of  the  court  for 
trial.  One,  an  action  brought  against  the  town  by  Mr.  Wm. 
T.  Spiller,  for  damages  on  account  of  the  expulsion,  by  the 
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School  Committee,  of  his  daughter  from  the  Central  Gram- 
mar School.  The  other  case  is  brought  by  one  George  Mc- 
Gee,  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  for  bounty  as 
a  volunteer  in  the  quota  of  Woburn.  In  both  cases  we 
trust,  that  in  the  end  justice  will  be  done. 

MILITARY.  ' 

Referring  to  the  Adjutant  General's  Report  for  1863. 
The  numbes^of  men  furnished  since  the  commencement  of 
the  present  war,  is  stated  as  follows  (exclusive  of  three 
months  men) :

During  the  last  financial  year  we  were  required  to  furnish 
one  hundred  and  sixty-six  (166)  men,  and  were  engaged  in 
recruiting  at  the  time  the  Annual  Report  was  made,  referring 
to  which,  it  will  be  seen  we  were  then  deficient  thirty-three 
(33)  men,  fourteen  of  whom  were  enlisted  between  the  time 
of  making  said  Report  and  the  April  town  meeting. 

During  the  current  financial  year  we  have  enlisted  one 
hundred  and  eighty-five  men,  including  re-enlisted  men  and 
substitutes,  and  one  (1)  representative  recruit,  put  in  by 
the  Hon.  Charles  Choate ;  and  exclusive  of  credits  for  form- 
er enlistments  in  the  United  States'  navy,  the  exact  number 
which  has  not  been  furnished  by  us. 

The  above  enlistments  are  for  different  periods  of  one  (1), 
two  (2),  three  (3)  and  four  (4)  years;  when  reduced  to  three 
(3)  years'men,  it  is  not  known  to  us  at  this  time,  what  num- 
ber the  government  has  credited  the  town  for. 
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Under  the  last  call  for  men  no  quota  has  been  assigned  to 
towns  in  this  district ;  but  a  deficiency  of  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  (113)  existed  in  the  district  on  the  first  day  of 
February.  This  town  is  required  to  furnish  fourteen  (14) 
men,  nine  of  whom  have  been  obtained,  leaving  a  deficiency 
of  five  (5)  men,  which  we  hope  to  obtain  before  the  annual 
town  meeting. 

In  addition  to  the  men  furnished  as  reported  above,  Co. 
G,  5th  Mass.  Militia,  consisting  of  a  full  company  of  one 
hundred  and  one  (101)  men,  have  been  in  the  United  States 
service  for  one  hundred  days.  Nearly  the  whole  of  said 
company  are  citizens  of  Woburn,  and  several  more  of  our 
citizens  have  served  in  other  organizations  for  the  same 
length  of  time. 

Thus  much  physical  force  has  this  town  given  for  the  war. 
And  now,  all  glory  to  the  unselfish  and  patriotic  men  of 
Woburn,  who  have  father  and  mother,  and  brother  and 
sister  and  wife  and  children  and  home,  and  gone  to  the  front 
on  the  field  of  strife,  amid  the  hail  of  lead  and  rain  of  shot, 
to  do  their  duty  to  Grod  and  their  country ! 

We  daily  lament  the  great  loss  of  life  attending  this  war  ; 
but  believing  there  is  a  time  to  die,  as  well  as  a  time  to  be 
born,  we  have  got  to  learn  tha|  a  man  can  make  any  better 
use  of  himself  than  to  ofi*er  himself  up  at  the  present  time 
*  on  the  altar  of  impartial  liberty !  than  to  die  for  the  great 
future  of  his  country  ! 

It  is  not  well  to  lament  too  much  this  war,  for  it  is  not 
an  unmixed  evil,  as  some  would  have  us  believe.  It  is  rare 
that  any  great  good  is  accomplished  without  much  toil  and 
suffering. 

"  We  wail  beneath  tlie  furnace  blast 
The  pangs  of  transformation; 
Not  painlessly  does  God  recast 
And  mould  anew  the  nation." 

What  has  been  of  evil  cannot  again  in  full  be.  Out  of  the 
•debris  of  some  of  the  old  customs  and  "peculiar  institutions" 
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of  America,  "  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  shall  arise," 
wherein  shall  dwell  Fraternity,  Equality  and  Universal  Lib- 
erty  !  And  where  is  there  an  honest  man  who  wishes  well 
for  his  kind,  who  will  not  hail  with  much  joy  this  glorious 
result,  as  at  this  time  foreshadowed ! 
At  first  this  conflict  was 

Earth's  old  slave-god  battling  for  his  crown, 
And  Freedom  fighting  with  her  visor  down." 

But  thank  heaven.  Freedom  now  has  her  visor  up,  and  the 
grand  result  will  be,  must  be,  not  Union  simply,  but  Union 
AND  Impartial  Liberty  for  the  whole  American  people  ! 
"  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest:  on  earth, peace  to  good-will- 
ing man  I " 

AID  TO  FAMILIES  OF  SOLDIERS. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  last  year,  the  following  was 
passed: — "  Voted,  that  the  Town  Treasurer, by  and  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Selectmen,  borrow  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars, ($15000)  if  need  be,  and  more  if  necessary;  and  that 
the  Selectmen  disburse  the  money  so  borrowed,  wherever  in 
their  judgment,  it  is  absolutely  required,  in  aid  of  the  fanii- 
lies  and  dependents  of  those  inhabitants  of  Woburn,  who 
have  enlisted,  are  now  acting,  or  may  be  called  on  to  act  in 
the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
present  rebellion,  without  regard  to  what  the  State  propos- 
ed to  refund." 

Both  in  accordance  with  law,  and  the  above  vote,  the 
Town  Treasurer  has  borrowed  about  $16,000,  and  the  Select- 
men have  disbursed  the  same  among  the  families  and  depen- 
dents of  those  of  Woburn's  quota  doing  service  in  the  pres- 
ent war.  It  is  believed  the  State  will  refund  all  but  about 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  amount  we  have  thus  disbursed. 

And  we  now  recommend  the  town  to  authorize  their 
Treasurer  to  borrow  some  $15,000  more,  (if  need  be)  as  it 
may  be  needed  for  a  similar  purpose.    While  our  men  are 
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fighting  our  battles  for  us  it  is  our  part  to  provide  well  for 
those  dependents  they  have  left  behind. 

AID  FOR  SOLDIFR'S  CLOTHING. 

Last  year  500  dollars  was  appropriated  and  380  55  was 
expended  for  material  to  be  made  up  by  the  patriotic  ladies 
of  the  town  into  such  articles  as  were  most  needed  by  our 
own  soldiers  in  the  war. 

Mrs.  Susan  Edgell  Davis,  so  well  known  for  her  patriotic 
devotion  to  our  country's  cause,  has  kindly  furnished  us 
with  the  following  : 

"  List  of  articles  furnished  Woburn  soldiers  in  differen  t 
Regiments  from  town  appropriation  from  March  21,  1864,  to 
Mch.  9th,  '65.  Articles  delivered :  41  flannel  shirts,  4  cotton 
do.,  6  pair  flannel  drawers,  37  pair  stockings,  6  pair  mittens, 
9  towels,  16  handkerchiefs.  Balance  on  hand  March  9th, 
1865: — 29  flannel  shirts,  18  pair  flannel  drawers,  76  pair 
stockings,  22  pair  mittens,  38  skeins  of  yarn,  30  yards  flan- 
nel. Making  a  total  of  74  shirts,  24  pair  drawers,  113  pair 
stockings,  28  pair  mittens,  9  towels,  14  handkerchiefs." 

We  have  recommended  another  appropriation  of  500  dol- 
lars for  the  benefit  of  thosevWoburn  boys  serving  in  Wo- 
burn's  quota,  believing  many  of  our  noble  soldiers  are  en- 
couraged in  the  camp  and  in  the  field  by  what  the  town  and 
especially  the  ladies  of  Wobnrn  so  opportunely  do  for  them, 

INCIDENTAL  W4R  EXPENSES. 

In  this,  our  country's  crisis,  the  Selectmen,  as  executive 
officers  of  the  town,  might  have  been  rigidly  penurious;  but 
we  decided  otherwise.  We  have  used  the  Town's  money 
not  only  for  recruiting  purposes,  but  as  well  to  feed  the 
hungry^  to  clothe  the  naked,  to  comfort  the  bereaved,  and  to 
do  honor  to  the  dead.  And  all  this  is  what  the  patriotic 
people  had  a  right  to  expect  of  us. 
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Woburn,  when  sending  her  sons  to  the  war,  gave  her  sol- 
emn pledge  to  them,  that  while  they  were  in  the  service 
their  families  should  be  cared  for;  and  an  implied  pledge 
was  also  given  them  that  they  should  be  honored  on  their 
return,  whether  such  return  should  be  in  life  and  health,  or 
only  in  the  icy  arms  of  death.  These  pledges  we  have  aim- 
ed to  fulfill. 

POLICE  FORCE. 

We  suppose  when  the  tax-payers  of  Woburn,  by  their 
votes,  made  us  a  Board  of  Selectmen,  they  meant  that  we 
should  not  simply  look  after  the  fiaances,  but  as  well  after 
the  character  and  well-being  of  this  progressive  town.  This 
we  have  aimed  to  do,  so  far  as  has  been  in  our  power. 

Sec.  1,  of  Art.  9,  of  the  By-Laws  of  Woburn,  reads  thus : 
"  There  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,y?z;e  or 
more  suitable,  discreet  and  efficient  persons  as  police  officers, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  ap- 
pointment, unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Selectmen ;  * 
^  *  ^"  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  superintend  the  Police 
of  the  town,  and  to  notice  all  offences  against  the  By-Laivs  of 
the  Town,  and  the  Statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  to 
cause  prosecution  to  be  commenced  forthwith  against  all  offenders.'^ 

Agreeably  to  this  By-Law,  at  the  commencement  of  our 
term  of  office  we  appointed  an  efficient  and  trustworthy  po- 
lice force  to  keep  order  in  town  and  look  after  those  who 
did  not  care  to  look  after  themselves.  This  police  force  is 
rather  expensive,  but  we  believe  absolutely  indispensable. 

By  looking  at  the  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  it  will 
be  seen  in  a  small  degree,  what  has  been  some  of  the  work 
of  this  restraining  power. 

DRINKING-HOUSES  AND  LIQUOR  NUISANCES. 


The  prices  of  all  liquors,  of  every  quality,  now  range  so 
high,  one  would  wisely  suppose  that  total  abstinence  would 
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be  the  rule,  and  occasional  imbibing  the  exception  j  but  with 
very  many,  we  fear,  frequent  imbibing  is  the  rule,  even 
though  degradation  be  the  consequence. 

Such  is  the  power  of  habit;  that  many  who  originally  only 
took  a  glass  occasionally,  cannot  now  possibly  swallow 
enough  to  quench  their  constantly  craving  thirst,  for  the 
more  they  drink  the  drier  they  grow  I  Yet  some  contend 
that  common  drinking-houses  should  be  tolerated;  and  that 
no  man  can  keep  a  respectable  hotel  without  furnishing  the 
materials  for  common  tippling  ! 

That  spirituous  liquors  may  be  sometimes  necessary  as  a 
medicine,  we  are  not  now  disposed  to  deny,  and  for  this  the 
statutes  of  Massachusetts  provide ;  but  depend  upon  it,  this 
dram-drinking  at  the  hotel,  as  well  as  at  the  shanty,  is  in  its 
results,  a  tremendous  curse  to  the  community.  And  we  can- 
not well  see  how  any  person  who  aims  to  perfect  himself  in 
true  christian  manliness,  or  even  aims  at  common  decency, 
can  indulge  in  a Jj,abit  which  tends  only  to  moral  debasement 
and  ruin. 

It  would  not  be  so  bad  if  the  evil  of  intemperance  was 
confined  to  the  head  of  the  family :  but  all  know  it  is  not 
so.  The  boy  in  the  street  unconsciously  yet  strikingly  re- 
veals the  influence  he  is  reared  under  at  home.  His  impu- 
dence and  his  filthiness^  his  profanity  and  obscenity,  only 
show  you  the  moral  stat^is  of  his  father,  and  perhaps  his 
mother,  too  ! 

Well  informed  of  the  indiscriminate  and  reckless  sale  of 
inebriating  beverages  in  our  midst,  and  knowing  as  we  did, 
of  the  degradation  and  misery  and  pauperism  and  crime  re- 
sulting therefrom,  we,  early  in  the  season,  instructed  the 
Chief  of  Police  to  prosecute,  impartially,  all  illegal  sellers 
of  intoxicating  liquors  in  Woburn,  and  the  result  has  been 
highly  gratifying  to  all  lovers  of  decorum  and  good  order. 

Considering  the  lack  of  moral  courage  in  the  community 
the  fear  of  injury  to  one's  business  or  friends,  or  to  one's 
chances  to  official  promotion;  considering  the  extreme  dif- 
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ficultj  of  obtaining  truth-telling  witnesses  in  cases  of  pros- 
ecution, and  other  obstacles  in  the  way,  known  onlj  to  the 
initiated,  much  credit  is  due  the  Police  Force  for  what  has 
been  done. 

Several  localities  in  town  have  much  improved,  in  that 
the  "  evil  spirits  "  have  been  judicially  exorcised,  and  the 
keepers  have  fled  for  parts  unknown.  Ockley  Court  is  now 
all  quiet.  Main  Street,  so  long  the  "headquarters"  for 
grog-shops  and  beer-shops,  has  met  with  a  change.  Look 
back  to  this  street  in  1861-2,— now  compare  it  with  1865, 
from  the  Common,  north,  to  the  old  Methodist  Church,  and 
mark  the  difference  I 

We  believe  there  are  yet  some  ten  places  in  town  where 
intoxicating  beverages  are  still  illegally  and  recklessly  sold, 
but  we  know  of  but  one  such  place  on  Main  street.  By  con- 
tinued persistant  effort  on  the  part  of  the  town  authorities, 
by  keeping  the  vantage-ground  now  gained,  and  following  up 
the  successes  now  acquired,  in  a  short  time  these  pauper- 
making,  misery-creating  and  death-dealing  nuisances  will  be 
effectually  removed. 

From  March  1st,  1864,  to  March  1st,  1865,  the  Chief  of 
Police  has  reported  to  the  Selectmen  the  names  of  no  less 
than  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  persons  that  have  been 
seen  on  the  street  badly  intoxicated !  And  we  find  that 
many  of  these  had  sorrow-stricken  and  poverty-stricken  fam- 
ilies at  home  ! 

To  make  Woburn  what  it  should  be,  there  is  much  work 
to  be  done ;  and  we  see  not  how  any  man  can  be  excusable 
who  does  not  give  his  influence,  at  least,  for  the  good  of  the 
town.  The  good  we  do  lives  after  us ;  and  the  evil  we  do 
also  lives  after  us  to  haunt  our  children's  children.  What 
we  sow  we  are  sure  to  reap — the  same  in  texture,  the  same 
in  kind.  The  better  portion  of  Woburn  to-day  is  only  what 
the  nobler  of  other  days  have  made  them.  And  so  the  future 
of  Woburn  is  just  what  we  choose  to  make  it.  Let  the  mor- 
al standard  be  low,  let  ignorance  and  vice  and  degradation 
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prevail  now,  and  Woburn  in  twenty  years  from  this  will  only 
be  fit  for  wolves  and  hyenas  to  roam  in.  But  educate,  direct 
and  train  aright,  and  discountenance  and  restrain  whatever 
may  lead  to  evil,  and  the  future  of  Woburn  will  be  glorious 
in  the  extreme. 


TO  THE  YOUNG  MEN  OF  WOBURN: 


In  a  few  short  years  those  who  are  now  in  active  business 
life,  and  controlling  the  affairs  of  the  town  will  be  gone  hence 
and  their  places  will  be  filled  by  the  children,  the  youth  and 
and  the  young  men  who  are  now  in  our  midst.  How  impor- 
tant that  those  who  are  so  soon  to  take  our  places  should 
be  trained  aright^for  the  various  important  trusts  that  will 
devolve  upon  them.  Such  are  now  forming  habits  which 
will  shape  their  characters  for  life,  and  color,  no  doubt,  in  a 
great  degree  their  everlasting  future. 

To  the  youth  fast  growing  up  to  manhood,  and  to  the 
young  men  of  Woburn,  we  would  in  all  seriousness  say : — 
Beware  of  the  tempter  in  ^hatever  form  he  may  appear.  If 
you  hesitate  you  are  lost.  "  Resist  the  devil  and  he  will  flee  - 
from  you,"  and  you  will  gain  strength  by  every  struggle. 
The  gaming-table,  the  dram-shop  and  the  brothel^  are  no  less 
than  Satan's  swift  locomotives  to  hurry  you  on  to  ruin. 

Who  can  touch  pitch  and  not  be  defiled."  He  that  sins 
debases  his  moral  nature,  and  mars  and  mutilates  the  image 
of  Grod  in  his  soul.  Then  do  not  foolishly  barter  away  in 
nocence  and  health  for  remorse,  disease  and  death.  Far  be 
it  from  us  to  tell  you  of  unreal  and  imaginary  evils ;  but  we 
feel  that  we  should  w^arn  you  of  the  evils  that  really  are, 
that  we  should  point  you  to  the  miserable  wrecks  we  daily 
see  sadly  strown  along  the  shore. 
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Be  manly,  be  excellent.  Ever  aim  for  the  right^  and  do 
right,  regardless  of  consequences.  Be  truthful,  be  virtuous, 
ever  remembering  that 

"  Heaven  is  where  virtue  is ;  and  deepest  hell 
"VVithin  the  bosom  where  dark  passions  dwell."

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The  usual  examination  of  the  Library  previous  to  the 
1  own  meeting,  has  been  omitted  this  year ;  hence,  no  report  is 
offered  of  the  number  of  volumes  it  contains,  or  their  gen- 
eral condition.  But  the  committee  have  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve  from  the  well  known  care  and  fidelitv  of  the  Librarian, 
as  well  as  from  the  supervision  exercised  by  some  of  their 
number,  that  it  has  received  all  needed  attention,  and  that 
the  books  are  in  a  good  state  of  preservation. 

The  use  made  of  the  Library  for  the  past  year,  as  shown 
by  the  number  of  volumes  read,  indicates  a  constantly  in- 
creasing interest  in  the  instruction  and  entertainment  it  af- 
fords, and  points  very  clearly  to  the  duty  of  giving  it  as 
constantly,  our  fostering  care. 

The  reasons  which  have  induced  the  Committee  to  omit 
the  usual  examination,  are  these : 

It  has  seemed  to  them  that  the  time  hitherto  taken  for 
the  annual  account  is  quite  inopportune.  It  is  a  period  of 
the  year  when  the  evenings  are  yet  long,  and  the  desire  for 
reading  unabated.  By  withdrawing  the  books  from  circula- 
tion— which  necessarily  occupies  some  time  from  the  com- 
mencement  of  calling  in,  to  the  day  of  re-opening— the  hab- 
its of  the  readers  are  broken  in  upon,  and  much  of  the  best 
season  is  lost  to  the  community.  It  is  undoubtedly  the  de- 
sire and  true  policy  of  the  town  to  have  the  library  so  con- 
ducted as  to  be  of  the  greatest  possible  value  it  its  citizens. 

At  each  recurrence  of  the  period  of  examination,  the  num- 
erous inquiries  for  the  time  of  giving  out  books  again,  and 
the  manifest  impatience  at  the  necessary  delay,  are  impor- 
tant indications  of  the  public  feeling  in  this  regard,  and  have 
led  the  Committee  to  give  the  matter  due  consideration.  As 
a  result,  they  have^determined  upon  proposing  the  last  week 
in  July  as  the  time  for  calling  in  the  books  and  closing  the 
Library,  while  the  examination  is  taking  place.  That  is  the 
season  when  a  considerable  portion  of  our  reading  population 
are  taking  their  annual  vacation,  and  are  more  6r  less  absent 
at  the  sea-shore,  or  among  the  hills  and  mountains  of  New 
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England.  It  is  a  season  too,  when  both  the  time  and  dispo- 
sition for  reading  are  diminished  to  the  smallest  quantity, 
by  the  brief  evenings  and  the  enervating  effects  of  mid-sum- 
mer. It  is  confidently  believed,  therefore,  that  the  sub- 
stitution of  the  vacation  period,  for  the  early  spring,  for  the 
object  in  question,  will  be  of  such  manifest  advantage  as  to 
be  received  with  entire  satisfaction.  It  is  not  intended  by 
this  change  to  alter  the  time  of  making  the  annual  report, 
which  will  be  submitted  as  usual,  at  the  close  of  the  finan- 
cial year  of  the  town.  The  By-Laws  of  the  Library  will  be 
modified  so  as  to  conform  to  the  new  arrangement. 

APPROPRIATION. 

From  the  statistics  given  among  the  expendi  'ji  ^it  will 
be  noticed  that  the  amount  of  money  laid  out  in  oooks  has 
been  but  {^103  7"^  and  of  that  sum,  about  one-third  has 
been  paid  from  casual  receipts.  The  balance  of  the  appro- 
priation made  by  the  town  is  absorbed  in  the  salary  of 
the  Librarian  (which  has  been  necessarily  increased),  repairs 
of  books  and  the  inevitable  expense  of  cheating,  lighting  and 
sundry  incidentals.  As  the  Library  has  become  an  impor- 
tant institution  among  us,  and  its  agency  as  an  educational 
and  refining  power  is  more  And  more  recognized,  the  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  tUe  appropriation  for  the  en- 
suing year  be  increased  fifty  dollars.  Indeed,  the  enhanced 
cost  of  books  will  of  itself  require  this  additional  sum, 
even  if  the  number  of  volumes  purchased  should  be  about 
the  same.  And  while  our  other  educational  institutions  are 
well  sustained  it  would  seem  to  be  poor  economy  to  have 
this  languish  for  want  of  proper  support.  ' 

NEW  CATALOGUE. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  new  Catalogue 
should  be  prepared  during  the  coming  season.  It  is  now  some 
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nine  years  since  the  first  one  was  issued,  although,  to  keep  ' 
^    pace  with  the  additions  to  the  Library,  two  supplements 
have  been  printed,  the  last  of  which  embraces  the  purchases 
of  books  of  the  last  two  years.    It  must  be  apparent  to 
every  one,  that  a  Catalogue  in  three  separate  pamphlets  is 
very  inconvenient.    In  searching  for  any  particular  volume, 
.  each  of  them  may  have  to  be  resorted  to,  and  unless  great 
care  is  exercised  by  readers,  one  or  another  of  them  is  lia- 
ble  to  be  mislaid.    Besides,  there  are  many  volumes  in  the 
Library  which  have  become  too  much  worn  for  further  use, 
and  are  of  too  .ephemeral  a  character  to  be  replaced.  This 
fact,  together  with  a  simpler  form  of  arrangement  will  mate- 
rially reduce  the  bulk  and  consequently  the  cost  of  renewal. 
In  suggesting  a  new  Catalogue  the  Committee  would  not 
propose  that  the  money  necessary  for  that  purpose  should 
be  raised  by  an  extra  appropriation.    They  would  in  pref- 
erence recommend  the  plan  adopted  in  Charlestown,  Cam- 
bridge and  other  places  in  the  vicinity,  of  charging  to  each 
person  or  family  obtaining  a  copy,  such  price  as  will  cover 
the  cost  of  the  edition.    This  seems  to  be  the  most  equita- 
ble mode  of  securing  the  requisite  funds.    The  Catalogue  is 
prepared  for  the  special  use  and  convenience  of  the  subscrib- 
ers to  the  Library,  and  the  small  tax  required  for  it  would 
no  doubt  be  cheerfully  paid.     As  there  have  been  some 
changes  made  in  the  By-Laws  since  the  first  Catalogue  was 
printed,  and  others  are   now  proposed,  the  revised  code 
should  be  inserted  in  the  contemplated  edition,  that  all  may 
^  be  fully  acquainted  with  their  privileges  and  duties.

CONDITION  OF  APPARATUS  AND  HOUSES. 

Tue  apparatus  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  two  hundred  feet  of  Hose,  which  has  become 
.worthless;  and  six  hundred  feet  of  tJunneman's  best  Hose 
has  been  purchased  and  equally  divided  with  the  three  com- 
panies. The  Engines,  each  one  of  them, are  in  good  working" 
order.  I  believe  all  the  machinery  belonging  to  the  depart- 
ment is  now  in  goodr  condition,  except  No.  1  Engine,  which 
needs  new  painting,  and  No.  3  varnishing.  The  houses  will 
not  need  much  repairing  this  year.

FIRES    AND  ALARMS. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  seven  fires  and  three  false 

alarms,  that  the  Department  has  been  called  out  for.  The 

whole  amount  of  loss  is  $9,125  00;  insurance  $5,125  00: 

March  27th,  1864— Fire  in  J.  G.  Flagg's  woods.  No.  1, 
present. 

April  24th,  1864 — Messrs.  Henshaw  &  Co.'s  Saw  Factory 
at  East  Woburn,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Cause — incendiary. 
Loss,  $8000,  insurance,  $4,500.    Nos.  1,  2  and  3  present. 

May  21st,  1864 — Fire  on  Hovey  street,  in  house  owned 
by  Patrick  Ferrin.  Nos.  1  and  3,  and  Hook  and  Ladder, 
No.  1,  present.  Cause — accidental.  Loss  $125,  fully  cov- 
ered by  insurance.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  promptness  of 
the  firemen  at  this  time,  there  would  have  been  great  de- 
struction of  property. 

July  17th,  1864 — The  alarms  were  caused  by  fires  out  of 
town — one  in  the  morning  and  one  in  the  evening. 

July  22nd,  1864 — The  alarm  was  given  for  a  fire  in 
Stoneham. 

July  24th,  1864 — Fire  in  North  Woburn  woods. 

August  24th,  1864— John  Cummings,  Jr.,  had  a  house  de- 
stroyed. Loss,  $1000;  covered  by  insurance.  Cause — acci- 
dental.   Nos.  1,  2  and  3,  present. 

August  29th,  1864— P.  J.  Dever's  house,  in  Cummingsville 
caught  fire  in  the  cellar.  Damage  trifling.  Nos.  1,  2  and  3 
present. 
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December  27th,  1864 — Fire  in  the  house  owned  by  J.  G. 
Flagg,  in  the  rear  of  James  Ellis'  store.    Damage  trifling. 


RESERVOIRS. 

There  are  three  reservoirs  built  of  brick  and  cement, 
that  hold  about  24000  gallons  each,  that  are  kept  full  by 
draining  water  from  buildings  near  them.  We  have  also, 
six  good  wells  built  in  wet  land,  large  enough  to  supply 
water  for  any  fire  that  may  occur  in  the  vicinity  where  they 
are  located.

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REPORT. 


The  close  of  another  School  year,  brings  along  with 
it  the  not  unpleasant  duty  of  presenting  the  condition 
of  one  of  the  chief  interests  of  our  ancient  town.  The 
performance  of  this  annual  duty  is  expected  by  our  fel- 
low-citizens, and  made  imperative  by  law.  As  relates 
to  the  disbursement  of  the  funds  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  your  Committee,  and  some  other  matters,  such  an- 
nual Report  is  required  in  order  to  intelligent  action  on 
the  part  of  the  town.  That  it  should  be  so  much  the 
habit  of  the  general  community,  the  fathers  and  mothers 
of  these  multitudes  of  children,  to  depend  on  this  an- 
nual Report  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee 
for  a  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  the  Schools,  is  a 
circumstance  much  to  be  deplored.  No  such  indifFer- 
l^ence  exists  in  relation  to  our  gardens  and  cornfields, 
even  when  their  cultivation  is  entrusted  to  other  hands. 
The  man  who  owns  a  flock  of  sheep  will  fi'nd  time  to 
look  after  them  now  and  then,  amid  the  busiest  cares, 
however  much  confidence  he  may  have  in  the  compe- 
tency and  the  faithfulness  of  the  shepherd.  Our  chil- 
dren ought  not  to  be  any  less  carefully  looked  after, 
assuredly,  than  our  petunias  and  corn  and  sheep.  Your 
Committee  deprecate,  most  earnestly,  such  a  measure 
of  confidence  in  their  own  administration,  or  in  the  ad. 
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ministration  of  those  whom  they  employ  as  the  instruc- 
tors of  your  children,  as  shall  supersede  personal 
inspection  and  inquiry.  We  venture  to  think,  more- 
over, that  the  result  of  a  frequent  visit  to  the  schools, 
on  the  part  of  parents,  would  be  a  decided  increase  of 
confidence  both  in  your  Committee  and  your  Teachers. 
Both  Committee  and  Teachers  earnestly  invite  such 
visitation,  and  will  cheerfully  abide  an  intelligent  ver- 
dict on  all  their  doings,  having  observed  that  the  sever- 
est fault-finders,  and  hardest  to  be  pacified,  are  invaria- 
bly the  ignorant.  We  have  said  "  frequent  visits," 
because  it  is  quite  likely  that  a  single  visit  may  alto- 
gether fail  to  give  a  true  impression  of  the  actual  con- 
dition of  things.  There  are  days  when  every  thing 
seems  to  go  wrong  in  the  very  best  schools,  under  the 
most  competent  instructors.  T^^  presence  of  visitors 
on  one  of  those  blue-letter  d  will  embarrass  both 
teacher  a^d  pupils,  and  a  report  of  that  day,  as  a  sam- 
ple, will  do  great  injustice  to  the  school.  ^ 

The  visits  of  the  parents  should  be  frequent,  and 
they  should  also  be  made  in  the  spirit  of  kindness.  If 
the  mother  of  a  rather  troublesome  child  visits  the 
school  for  the  purpose,  or  even-with  the  expectation,  of 
having  unfavorable  impressions  confirmed,  the- teacher 
will  perceive  it  at  a  glance,  and  the  behavior  of  the 
child  will  betray  ft.  Of  course,  such  visitors  will  find 
all  which  they  expect  to  find.  Their  presence  will 
create  embarrassment,  and,  unless  the  teacher  happens 
to  be  marvellously  good-natured  and  forbearing,  irrita- 
tion and  disgust. 

No  am.ount  of  pains  on  the  part  of  the  Committee 
will  prevent  occasional  disappointment  in  relation  to 
the  qualifications  of  teachers.  But  is  it  too  much  to 
claim  that,  with  a  competent  Committee,  the  presump- 
tion is  always  in  favor  of  the  teacher,  and  not  against 
him  I  We  affirm  this  without  hesitation,  and  with 
special  emphasis.  The  persons  who  present  themselves 
as  candidates  for  the  office  of  teacher  have  been  trained 
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up  among  'us;  they  have  good  common  sense  ;  are 
familiar  with  the  routine  of  school  duty,  well  educated 
and  conscientious.  The  strong  presumption  is,  that 
they  will  succeed.  And  the  fact  is,  they  do  succeed. 
The  exceptions  are  very  few. 

We  dwell  on  this  point,  and  press  it,  and  ask  for  it 
particular  consideration,  because  it  is  a  point  of  very 
grave  importance.    There  is  inevitable  disadvantage 
and  loss  in  exchanging  one  good  teacher  for  another 
equally  good,  and  even  better.    This  is  a  matter  of 
plain  common  sense,  and  everybody  understands  it. 
To  find  fault,  therefore,  because  the  incoming  teacher 
does  not  immediately  realize  all  that  was  accomplished 
by  the  party  retiring  after  an  experience  of  months  or 
years,  is  simply  absurd  and  ridiculous.    Such  critics 
are  entitled  to  no  attention  and  no  respect.  They 
do  what  in  them  lies  to  injure  the  very  best  teachers, 
and  to  turn  success  into  failure.    They  greatly  injure 
their  children  by  their  unreasonable  and  foolish  fault- 
finding, in  their  presence  with  a  teacher,  of  whom  they 
know  nothing. .  They  make  it  pretty  certain,  in  this 
way,  that  their  children  will  not  behave  weU,  and  then, 
with  a  beautiful  consistency  they  censure  the  teacher 
for  the  misconduct  which  they  themselves  have  caused. 

Your  Committee  speak  of  this,  not  as  an  evil  which 
might  exist,  but  which  does  actually  exist  in  Woburn, 
and  works  great  mischief  and  loss  in  our  schools.  We 
.  afiirm,  positively,  that  if  the  sum  total  of  the  mischief 
thus  produced  could  be  ascertained  and  estimated  in 
money,  according  to  the  aggregate  loss  resulting,  tbe 
amount  exhibited  would  be  more  than  sufiicient  to  sup- 
ply every  school  in  the  town  with  a  beautiful  and  much- 
needed  apparatus,  with  maps  and  charts  and  illustrative 
pictures.  ^ 

Your  Committee  do,  therefore,  most  respectfully 
request  that  they  and  the  teachers  they  employ  may 
have  fair  treatment.  They  request  that  thes^e  teachers 
may  be  regarded  as  the  sincere  friends  of  the  children, 
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and  the  friends  of  their  parents,  ready  and  anxious  to 
do  faithfully  and  kindly  all  their  duty.  We  ask  that 
their  success  may  be  assumed,  as  a  thing  probable, 
rather  than  their  failure,  and  then  that  all  parents  will 
use  their  influence  to  secure,  rather  than  to  prevent 
such  success.  Let  these  very  reasonable  things  be  con- 
ceded and  we  wiU  pledge  that  the  school  year  next 
ensuing  shall  be  such  as  has  never  been  know  in  our 
ancient  town. 

It  is  surely  matter  for  sincere  congratulation  and 
profound  gratitude  to  God  that,  with  the  continuance  of 
our  national  troubles,  and  under  the  heavy  pressure  of 
.financial  burdens  increasing  every  day,  Massachusetts, 
true  to  her  own  past  history,  and  to  the  sacred  claims, 
of  patriotism,  is  resolved  that  the  State  shall  receive  no 
detriment  by  reason  of  any  abater^  f  in  th^  educa- 
tional advantages,  provided  for  her  '^dren.  We  have 
not  the  very  si^allest  fear  that  Massachusetts  will  ever 
be  induced  to.  take  a  step  downward  in  a  matter  so  in- 
separably allied  to  all  true  social  and  national  prosper 
ity,  even  under  the  pressure  of  circumstances  far  mor^ 
disastrous  than  we  have  hitherto  experienced.  Next 
to  Christianity,  a  high  general  intelligence  promotes 
the  stability  of  free  institutions,  and  constitutes  a  safe- 
guard against  imm<  /ality,  anarchy  and  national  over- 
throw. In  the  strange  and  mysterious  providence  of 
God,  we  are  coming  speedily  to  a  crisis  in  our  country's 
history,  such  as  the  most  profound  and  far-seeing  states- 
men of  quarter  of  a  century  ago  did  not  even  dream 
of,  and  would  not  have  believed  possible.  The  com- 
bined influence  of  Christianity  an  1  education — rather 
let  us  say,  the  wide  diffusion  of  the  benefits  of  Chris- 
tian education  will  be  indispensable  to  carry  us  in  safety 
through  the  crisis,  and  set  us  in  the  highway  of  a  true 
and  abiding  political  prosperity. 

The  past  year  exhibits  no  new  feature  of  special  in- 
terest in  the  history  of  our  schools.  The  aggregate  at- 
tendance has  been  very  large,  as  in  former  years,  and 
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the  teachers  have  labored  faithfully  and  with  good  sue- 
cess.  Your  Committee,  having  each  their  pressing 
duties  m  other  directions,  have  found  it  quite  impossi- 
ble to  make  their  visits  to  the  schools  as  frequent  or  as 
long  as  they  would  gladly  have  done,  not  less  for  their 
own  sakes,  than  for  the  sake  of  the  children.  It  is 
good  for  hearts  growing  sober  with  years  and  cares,  to 
preserve  elasticity  and  freshness  and  sympathy,  by  Hv- 
ing  over  their  own  past  kves  in  a  pleasant  intercourse 
with  the  young.  There  are  few  more  interesting  pic- 
tures than  a  school  of  smiling,  joyous  children,  with 
their  impulsive  pleasures  and  their  freedom  from  care, 
under  the  kindly  influence  and  instruction  of  a  cheer- 
ful, loving,  patient  teacher.  It  is  a  duty,  moreover, 
the  performance  of  which  brings  a  present  rich  reward, 
to  aid  by  sympathy  or  counsel,  those  who  are  so  faith- 
fully devoting  the  freshness  of  their-  strength  to  the 
great  cause  of  popular  education.  We  have  no  wish, 
therefore,  to  stop  short  at  the  point  where  the  require- 
ments of  the  statute  are  satisfied,  in  the  time  and  atten- 
tion bestowed  on  oui*  schools,  but  would  gladly  give 
half  a  day,  many  times,  where  we  find  it  difficult  to 
give  an  hour. 

TEACHERS'  MEETINGS. 

Some  of  the  most  valuable  objects  which  would  be 
promoted  by  very  frequent  and  lengthened  visits  to  the 
^  schools  might  be  perhaps,  even  more  efi'ectually  secured 
by  meetings  of  the  Teachers  and  the  Committee.  The 
experiment  was  tried,  to  some  extent,  during  the 
autumn  and  winter  months.  The  attendance  of  the 
Teachers  at  these  qieetings  was  remarkably  good ;  the 
members  of  the  Committee  found  it  very  pleasant  to  be 
there  as  frequently  as  other  engagements  would  permit. 
The  discussions  related  to  the  best  methods  of  instruc- 
tion and  discipline  in  all  the  difi'erent  schools,  com- 
mencing with  the  primary.  This  plan  embraced  a 
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wide  range  of  topics — books,  the  best,  and  how  far  to 
be  used,  in  all  the  different  branches  ;  the  adaptation 
of  subjects — reading,  spelling,  arithmetic,  etc. — to  the 
age  and  capacity  of  the  children,  with  the  rate  of 
progress,  more  or  le§s  ;  apparatus,  object,  teaching, 
gymnastics  and  government,  including  punishments  and 
rewards.  The  meetings  were  enlivened  by  the  freest 
expression  of  opinion,  by  the  relation  of  the  results  of 
experience,  and,  of  course,  by  occasional  sharp 
encounter  in  the  discussion  of  theories  and  measures. 
We  hope  the  result  has  been  of  some  value  already,  in 
the  increase  of  confidence  and  sympathy,  and  the  spirit 
of  co-operation,  on  the  partof  Teachers  and  Committee,' 
and  likewise  in  the  working  out  of  certain  well  defined 
practical  conclusions,  tending  to  bring  our  system  of 
instruction  into  a  closer  and  more  general  harmony. 

rHB  NEW  MnETHOD  OF   EXAMINATT'^,  /AND  THE 
CHANGE  IN  VACATIONS. 

It  is,  perhaps,  too  early  to  speak  with  entire  confi- 
dence of  the  changes  introduced,  after  so  brief  a  trial 
as  that  of  a  single  year  ;  yet  your  Committee  see  no 
reason  to  doubt  that  all  the  anticipa,ted  benefits  will  be 
realized  to  the  fullest  'extent.  The  annual  examina- 
tions at  the  close  o:'ythe  summer  term,  occupied  six  en- 
tire days,  c'ommencmg  on  Wedi]jgjklay,  Juoe  22d,  and 
closing  on  Friday,  July  1st. 

The  first  three  days  were  devoted  to  the  Primary,, 
Intermediate  and  Mixed  Schools.  In  this  part  of  the 
work  the  Committee  divided  themselves  into  three  sec- 
tions of  two  each,  and  each  section  examined  two 
schools  each  day,  an  Intermediate  or  Mixed  in  the 
morning,  and  a  Primary  in  the  afternoon.  In'this  way 
eighteen  schools  were  examined  in  three  days.  The 
North  Woburn  Advanced,  the  Central  Advanced  and 
High  School  were  examined  by  the  entire  Board,  a  full 
half  day  being  devoted  to  the  North  Woburn  Advanced, 
and  a  day  each  to  the  Central  Advanced  and  High  ^ 
Schools.  The  graduating  exercises  of  the  High  School 
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occupied  an  additional  half  day.  The  attendance  of 
visitors  present  at  all  the  examinations  was  unusually 
large,  and  the  character  of  the  exercises  was  such  as 
could  not  have  failed  to  produce  a  favorable  impression 
of  the  state  of  our  Schools,  for  thorough  instruction  in 
all  the  branches  taught.  While  we  say  this  generally, 
we  venture  to  affirm  that  the  performances  of  the  grad- 
uating class  in  the  High  School  must  have  met  the 
largest  expectations  of  the  friends  of  those  young 
ladies  and  gentlemen  who  were  crowned  with  the  hon- 
ors of  the  institution,  as  they  certainly  were  most  grat- 
ifying to  the  members  of  the  Board.  No  one  regretted, 
assuredly,  that  the  class  embraced  twelve  young  ladies  : 
but  was  the  interest  of  our  town  in  the  great  subject  of 
popular  education  fairly  represented  by  the  fact  that  only 
two  young  gentlemen  presented  themselves  to  receive 
diplomas  ? 

The  present  arrangement  of  vacations,  by  which  all 
the  Schools  are  closed  during  the  warm  months  of  July 
and  August,  is  believed  to  secure  various  obvious  ad- 
vantages, without  a  single  draw-back.  This  arrange- 
ment, as  also  that  of  very  thorough  examinations,  will 
therefore  be  continued. 

CHANGE  OF  TE4CHERS. 
That  this  will  occur  somewhat  frequently,  in  so  large 
a  number  of  schools,  is  a  thing  of  course,  and  that  the 
change  will  in  some  cases  be  attended  with  serious  loss 
is  equally  certain.  We  are  happy  to  be  permitted  to 
insert  in  the  present  Report  so  many  names,  now  grown 
familiar,  of  tried  and  faithful  teachers.  The  High 
School  has  experienced  no  change  in  this  respect,  and 
the  Committee  desire  none.  The  Central  Advanced 
School  has  been  less  fortunate.  Early  in  the  year  Miss 
Sarah  E.  Fisher  resigned  the  place  she  had  held  as 
First  Assistant,  to  accept  an  appointment  in  one  of  the 
Public  Schools  of  Boston.  Miss  Caroline  Leavitt  was 
promoted  to  the  place  thus  made  vacant,  while  Miss  M. 
Maria  Dennett  succeeded  Miss  Leavitt,  and  Miss  Sarah 
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M.  E^ichardson  was  appointed  Third  Assistant;  A  still 
more  serious  change  occurred  at  the  close  of  the  last 
term.  Mr.  Charles  W.  Carter,  who  had  labored  as 
Principal  for  nearly  a  year  and  a  half,  with  untiring  de- 
votion, and  with  good  success,  tendered  his  resignation, 
and  Mr.  George  Perkins  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

The  North  Woburn  Advanced  School  was  deprived 
of  the  valued  services  of  Miss  Kate  Butler  near  the 
close  of  the  Fall  Term,  and  Miss  Susan  C.  Meldrum, 
of  Cambridge,  has  had  charge  of  the  School  since. 

Miss  Clara  E.  Farrington,  the  successful  teacher  of 
the  East  Woburn  Mixed  School,  tendered  her  resigna- 
tion in  the  month  of  May,  and  Miss  Hannah  M.  Hart 
labored  faithfully  and  with  good  ability,  in  the  same 
place,  until  the  close  of  the  Winter  Term,  when  she 
retired  of  her  own  accord,  because  of  peculiar  difficul- 
ties and  discouragements.  Miss  Ju^  wV.  C.  Richardson 
was  appointed  to^^the  vficant  place.  ■ 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Fall  Term,  Miss 
Sarah  M.  Nichols  was  transferred  from  the  Cambridge 
street  Mixed  School  to  the  Warren  street  Intermediate, 
made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Elsie  J.  Parker. 
Miss  Nellie  Edmond  was  transferred,  at  the  same  time, 
from  the  Pleasant  street  Primary  to  Cambridge  street, 
and  her  place  was  fille  /  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Almira 
E.Winn  from*  the  Plympton  str^t  Primary,  No.  2. 
Miss  Evie  O.  Sutherland,  who  haoTaught  several  years 
successfully  in  the  Plympton  street  Primary,  No.  1,  de- 
sired a  change,  and  was  appointed  to  the  place  made 
vacant  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Winn.  Miss  Mary  Den- 
nett, of  the  Green  street  Primary,  succeeded  Miss  Suth- 
erland, and  her  place  in  Green  Street  was  assigned  to 
Miss  Lizzie  N.  Fillebrown,  of  theCummingsvillePrimary. 
Miss  lone  G.  Streeter  succeeded.  Miss  Fillebrown,  and 
taught  through  the  Fall  Term,  when  she  tendered  her 
resignation,  and  Miss  Mary  A.  Sutherland  was  appointed 
to  her  place.  At  the  close  of  the  Fall  Term  Miss  Fille- 
brown resigned  her  position  in  the  Green  Street  Pri- 
mary, and  Miss  Sarah  T.  Andrews  was  appointed  to  fill  it.

The  Cumraingsville  Advanced  School  became  vacant  at  the 
A^^^  the  resignation  of  Miss  Mar- 

tha M  Nichols,  after  long  and  faithful  service,  and  Miss 
Mary  Nichols,  of  the  North  Woburn  Primary,  was  appointed 
to  succeed  her,  the  place  of  Miss  Nichols  being  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Miss  Susan  A.  McPheely,  a  graduate  of  the 
High  School. 

Several  other  Teachers  tendered  their  resignations  at  the 
same  time  :  Miss  Nellie  Edmond  at  Cambridge  street.  Miss 
Almira  B.  Winn  at  Pleasant  street  Primary,  and  Miss  Evie 
O.  Sutherland,  at  the  Plympton  street  Primary,  No.  2.  Miss 
Nancy  J.  Vaughan,  of  the  last  graduating  class  in  the  High 
School, was  appointed  to  Cambridge  street ;  Miss  Eliza  Fowfe, 
of  the  same  class,  to  Pleasant  street,  and  Miss  Hattie 
Wright,  to  Plympton  street  Primary,  No.  2. 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OP  ADDITIONAL  SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  were  authorized,  by  a  special  vote  of  the 
Town  a  year  ago,  to  establish  a  Primary  School  at  the  Cen- 
tre, They  made  an  effort  to  do  so,  but  could  find  no  suita- 
ble room,  and  so  made  the  best  arrangement  possible,  to  re- 
lieve the  pressure,  by  the  transfer  of  children  from  the  lar- 
gest Primary  Schools  to  those  less  crowded.  This  will  an- 
swer for  the  present;  but,  with  a  continuance  of  the  rate  of 
increase  of  children  of  suitable  age  to  attend  School  re- 
ported for  the  last  few  years,  the  time  cannot  be  far  oft*  when 
it  will  be  found  imperatively  necessary  to  provide  additional 
room  at,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Centre. 

The  number  of  children  attending  School  at  East  Woburn 
has  increased  largely  within  the  past  year  or  two,  and  the 
character  of  the  school,  being  mixed,  has  imposed  very  heavy 
labors  on  the  teacher,  without  her  being  able  to  accomplish  all 
that  has  seemed  to  be  required.  During  the  last  few  weeks 
of  the  Summer  Term,  Miss  Alicia  Hall  was  employed  as 
Assistant  to  Miss  Hart.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Pall  Term, 
a  Primary  School  was  established  in  the  lower  room  of  the 
building,  and  Miss  Hall  was  appointed  teacher.  Your  Com- 
mittee believe  that  the  arrangement  has  proved  successful, 
and  that  it  is  demanded  by  the  exigencies  of  the  eastern 
section  of  the  town. 

There  is  very  pressing  need  of  more  and  better 
accommodation  for  the  Schools  at  North  Woburn.  The 
Primary  school  is  conducted  in  a  room  rented  for  the 
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purpose,  as  a  temporary  expedient.  The  room  is  inconvenient 
of  access,  and  lacks  the  requisite  accommodations  in  various 
particulars.  The  attendance,  has  increased  to  such  an  extent, 
moreover,  as  to  cause  serious  discomfort,  even  at  .this  season 
of  the  year,  and  the  difficulty  will  increase  as  the  season 
advances.  Your  Committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion 
that  a  new  and  commodious  building  is  required  to  meet  the 
exigencies  of  North  Woburn,  and  that  the  matter  should 
have  immediate  attention.  ^ 


This  is  a  matter  of  much  importance,  and  requiring  spe- 
cial consideration.  A  ple&sant  spot  is  greatly  to  be  desired, 
dry  and  airy.  The  School  House  should  stand  back  from 
great  thoroughfares  far  enough  to  keep  the  children  out  of 
danger,  and,  if  possible,  should  have  ample  play-grounds.  It 
gives  the  Committee  great  pleasure  to  refer  to  the  very 
striking  improvement  made  in  the  premises  of  the  Warren 
street  School  during  the  last  season,  by  setti*^  \jthe  building 
farther  back,  and  enlarging  the  grounds  on  ev  -^jside,  with  the 
erection  of  high^d  strong  fences  to  prevt...  annoyance  to 
those  living  near.  It  is  a  question  for  the  town  to  consider, 
whether  the  Pleasant  street  School  House  may  not  be  re- 
moved to  a  more  convenient  locality,  and  enlarged,  by  the 
addition  of  another  room  to  be  used  for  a  new  School,  to 
meet  the  growing  wants  of  that  neighborhood,  and  to  relieve, 
at  the  same  time,  the  increasing  pressure  of  the  Plympton 
street  and  Warren  street  Schools. 


Good  pure  air  is  one  of  our  cheapest  luxuries,  and  most 
indispensable  necessaries;  given  in  richest  abundance  by  the 
good  Providence  of  Cod,  and  untaxed  by  human  government. 
To  deprive  children  of  a  constant  fresh  supply  is  a  cruel 
wrong.  They  can  do  without  the  sun-light  twelve  hours  out 
of  the  twenty-four;  but  deprive  them  of  the  vital  ah*  for 
only  ten  minutes  and  the  inevitable  result  is  death.  It  re- 
quires no  more  science  than  everybody  may  be  supposed  to 
possess,  in  so  intelligent  a  community  as  ours,  to  know  that 
fifty  children  will  vitiate  the  air  of  an  ample  school-room  in 
less  than  an  hour,  to  such  an  extent  that  it  will  be  utterly 
unfit  for  breathing.    If  compelled  to  breathe  it  over  and 
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over  again,  they  will  be  dull  aad  restless  and  troublesome. 
They  will  suffer  in  health,  and  a  sickly  or  scrofulous  child 
will  have  the  chances  of  reaching  mature  age  greatly  dimin- 
ished. 

This  matter  has  not  received  any  thing  like  the  considera- 
tion which  its  importance  demands.  Every  school  house 
should  be  constructed  with  special  reference  to  it.  Even  if 
it  were  necessary  to  diminish  the  term  of  schooling  by  one- 
sixth  or  one-fourth,  in  order  to  meet  the  expense  of  good 
ventilation,  it  is  believed  that,  with  the  improved  condition 
of  the  atmosphere,  the  loss  in  studies  would  not  be  percepti- 
ble, and  even  if  it  were  otherwise,  who  would  hesitate  to 
accept  the  advantage  to  health  and  comfort,  as  far  more  than 
an  equivalent  for  his  own  child  ? 

The  proper  temperature  of  the  school-room  is  only  second 
in  importance  to  pure  air.  Too  high  or  too  low  is  alike  in- 
jurious, producing  the  self-same  results,  colds,  coughs,  fever, 
consumption.  It  would  seem  as  if,  with  all  the  improved 
methods  of  warming,  there  ought  not  to  be  the  very  smallest 
difficulty  in  securing  this  object.  Yet  the  fact  that  the 
object  is  not  secured  fully,  but  that  there  is  more  or  less  of 
suffering  every  winter  from  cold  school-rooms,  with  the  oc- 
casional necessity  of  dismissing  the  children  for  a  day  or  a 
half  day,  must,  we  think,  be  taken  as  proof  that  there  is  a 
difficulty  in  the  case.  With  the  best  possible  management  of 
the  best  possible  stove,  placed  at  one  end  of  a  large  room, 
how^  can  it  be  otherwise  than  that  a  part  of  the  children 
should  often  be  suffering  from  heat  and  a  part  from  cold  at 
the  same  time  ?  But  it  is  also  to  be  considered,  that  the 
very  best  stoves,  the  simplest  in  arrangement  and  easi- 
est to  manage,  must  yet  have  just  the  little  attention  re- 
quired, at  just  the  right  time;  and  this  being  neglected,  the 
inevitable  result  will  be,  a  cold  school-room.  Can  any  math- 
ematical demonstration  be  plainer  than  that  the  little  negli- 
gence will  often  occur,  and  the  sure  result  follow  ? 

The  attention  of  your  Committee  was  directed  to  this  par- 
ticular subject  last  autumn,  with  reference  to  the  Central 
Advanced  School,  an^  after  very  careful  examination  and  in- 
quiry, they  came  to  the  unanimous  decision  that  the  comfort 
and  health  of  more  than  two  hundred  children  and  their 
teachers,  demanded  a  change  in  the  method  of  warming. 
They  accordingly  removed  the  stoves,  which  involved  all  the 
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discomforts  to  which  allusion  has  been  made,  and  put  in  two 
McGregor  furnaces.  '  The  result,  with  the  exception  of  an 
unnecessary  consumption  of  coal  at  the  outset,  from  lack  of 
experience,  has  fully  justified  every  expectation.  Your  Com- 
mittee think  it  is  a  matter  to  be  considered,  whether  the 
same  mefthod  of  warming  may  not  be  adopted  in  all  our 
School  Houses  with  advantage,  the  point  of  economy  not 
excepted.  Assuredly  all  will  agree  that,  rich  as  our  town  is, 
in  children  and  in  material  wealth,  we  cannot  afford  to  have^ 
our  children  suffer  from  school-rooms  badly  warmed  an^ 
ventilated,  any  more  than  from  ignorant  and  inefficient 
teachers. 

INCREASED  EXPExNSES. 

If  expenses  are  reckoned  in  the  depreciated  currency  of 
the  country,  as  they  must  be,  a  very  considerable  increase  is 
simply  a  matter  of  course,  as  any  one  may  plainly  see.  It 
is  not  to  be  expected  that,  with  a  rise  in  all  the  commodities 
of  life,  ranging  all  the  way  from  one  ^ Adred  to  four  hun- 
dred per  cent.,  the  services  of  good  ;  llers  can  be  retained 
at  salaries  ^ich,  in  former  and  better  times,  may  have  been 
considered  ample.  In  the  day  of  our  high  and  unexampled 
prosperity,  we  Were  not  characterized  by  economy  as  a  peo- 
ple, and  it  is  well,  no  doubt,  that  all  classes  who  depend  on 
their  own  exertions  for  a  livelihood,  should  meet  the  new  con- 
dition of  things,  in  part,  by  practical  lessons  in  this  cardinal 
virtue.  This  consideration  has  not  been  lost  sight  of  in  ad- 
justing the  compensation  of  the* services  of  our  school  teach- 
ers. That  teache  in  any  num^ber,  caji  easily  be  obtained 
at^the  bid  rates,  ^^our  Coninittee  very  well  know;  but  they 
have  not  even  thought  ojrthe  expediency  of  ascertaining, by 
experiment,  how  great  the  damage  would  be  from  substitu- 
ting cheap  teachers  for  those  we  have  now.  'It  is  a  settled 
point  with  them,  that  you  cannot  afford  to  employ  cheap 
teachers.  ^ 

KEEPING  UP   THE   STANDARD  OF  ATTAINMENT 
IN  OUR  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  climax  of  our  educational  system  is  the  High  School. 
To  be  crowned  with  its  fullest  honors  should  be  the  ambi- 
tion of  all  our  young  people.    Why  not  ?    So  rich  a  prizes 
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so  easily  attained.  Easily,  by  those  who  are  willing  to 
study,  and  to  make  the  most  of  the  advantages  offered  and 
secured  to  them  by  the  State.  Easy  to  any  others  those 
honors  certainly  ought  not  to  be,  bat,  impossible.  A  high 
standard  should  be  maintained,  so.  that  those  seeking  a  prep- 
aration for  business,  or  to  teach  in  our  common  schools,  may 
find  all  necessary  facilities,  and  young  men  may  be  thorough- 
ly fitted  to  enter  college.  This  cannot  be  done,  of  course, 
unless  care  is  used  to  secure  thorough  drill  in  all  that  Is 
preparatory  to  entering  the  High  School,  Your  Committee 
will  insist  strictly  on  this  rule,  and  will  not  permit  scholars 
to  pass  from  one  sphool'to  another,  of  higher  grade,  merely 
because  they  have  completed  the  usual  term  of  attendance 
at  such  preparatory  schools.  They  will,  at  their  discretion, 
require  any  child  in  the-  Advanced,  or  other  schools,  to  tall 
back  into  a  class  of  lower  rank,  when  found  unable  to  g'j  on, 
by  reason  of  inattention  to  studies.  The  attention  of 
parents  is  especially  invited  to  this  point,  and  they  are  re- 
quested to  inform  themselves  as  to  the  progress  of  their 
children,  and  to  aid  the  Committee  and  the  teachers  in  se- 
curing the  great  ends  for  which  our  educational  system  is 
maintained. 

THE  OVERTASKING  OF  SCHOLARS, 

How  much  study  shall  be  required  from  day  to  day,  in  our 
Public  Schools,  is  a  question  of  the  gravest  importance,  and 
that  with  reference  to  the  best- scholarship  and  the  broadest 
ultimate  intelligence,  hardly  less  than  with  reference  to 
health.  This  question  has  been  a  good  deal  discussed  in 
Massachusetts  for  several  years  past,  and  the  conviction 
exists  pretty  extensively,  among  those  qualified  to  form  an 
intelligent  judgment,  that  there  is  a  tendency  to  high  pres- 
sure in  many  places,  if  not  as  the  general  fact,  in  connection 
with  our  system.  Your  Committee  have  had,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  have  a  careful  reference  to  this  matter  in  all  the 
arrangment  of  studies  in  all  the  schools,  from  the  Primary 
to  the  High.  They  wjll  not  hesitate  to  make  any  changes 
which  shall  seem  to  them  to  be  required  by  a  paramount  re- 
gard to  health.  They  believe  that  the  great  object  should 
be,  not  to  go  over  the  largest  possible  amount  of  ground  in 
the  shortest  time,  but  to  make  very  thorough  work  at  every 
step,  thus  forming  habits  of  patient  attention,  and  laying  the 
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foundation  of  sound  intellectual  and  literary  tastes.  With 
special  reference  to  these  results,the  Committee  have  recently- 
introduced  some  modifications  into  the  High  School  course 
of  studies,  placing  Surveying  among  the  "  Miscellaneous  Ex- 
ercises," a,nd  combining  Political  Economy  with  History  and 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  This  will  not  only 
afford  relief  at  certain  points  where  an  undue  pressure  has 
been  felt,  but  will  give  larger  space  for  the  study  of  History, 
a  'branch,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  especially  as 
now  taught  in  our  High  School,  of  exceeding  value. 

It  should  never  be  forgotten  that  study,  and  hard  study, 
so  far  from  being  injurious  to  health,  has  a  direct  and  pow- 
erful tendency  tb  prdhiote  it.  To  suppose  that  there  is  any 
necessary  connection  between  severe  mental  toil,  and  shat- 
tered nerves,  and  ruined  health,  or  that  there  is  any  good 
reason  why  the  face  of  the  student  should  be 

"Sickhed  o'er  with  the  pale  cast  of  thought," 

is  altogether  a  mistake.  Vigorous  health  and  length  of  days, 
on  the  contrary,  ought  to  be,  and  are  the  natural  effect  of 
severe  o^nd  habitual  intellectual  application,  alternated  with 
needful  relaxation  and  physical  exercise  |iile  the  human 
countenance  is  much  more  frequently  ||Klied  o'er"  with 
other  things  than  with  thought.  'y^. 

WHIT  BOOKS  SHALL  OUR  YO-UNQ  PEOPLE  READ  ?  • 

Can  there  be  a  doubt  that  our  Massachusetts  system  of 
education  was  .  ^tended,  and  is  most  admirably  fitted  to  exert 
a  healthful  influence  m  relation  to  this  matter?  Is  it  not, 
moreover,  a  matter  the  very  last  importance,  in  its  bear- 
ing on  the  highest  human  interests  ?  If  bad  companions  are 
dangerous,  so  are  bad  books.  The  reading  of  a  single  bad 
book  has  ruined  many  a  young  man,  and  many  a  young 
woman  too.  The  French  valet,  Courvoisier,  who  murdered 
Lord  Russell,  in  London,  some  yea^^  ago,  and  expiated  his 
crime  on  the  gallows,  in  front  of  gx^m  Newgate,  confessed  to 
his  chaplain  that  he  was  influenced  to  the  commission  of  the 
tragic  deed  by  the  reading  of  Ainsworth's  Jack  Shepard. 

Has  not  our  educational  system  been  expressly  framed 
with  a  view  to  the  enlargement  of  the  understanding,  the 
formation  of  a  true  literary  fcaste,  and  the  cultivation  of  the 
moral  sense  ?    Thus  we  have  mathematics  and  the  sttidy  of 
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languagGj  and  history  and  philosophy.  Thus  we  have,  in 
reading,  the  aim  to  secure  a  familiar  acquaintance  with  the 
finest  models  of  English  literature:  Milton  and  Shaks- 
peare  and  Macaulay  and  Washington  Irving  and  Tennyson, 
md  Prescott  and  Longfellow,  and  a  numerous  host  beside,  in- 
cluding the  great  masters  in  oratory.  Thus  we  have,  also, 
moral  science  and  the  Bible,  and  the  duty  of  every  teacher, 
as  defined  in  the  statute,  to  impress  on  all  commited  to  their 
3are,  "the  principles  of  piety  and  justice  and  a  sacred  regard 
to  truth." 

Assuredly  it  is  a  poor  account  of  the  result  of  all  this, 
if  the  voung  people  trained  in  our  Public  Schools  pass  by 
the  rich  literature  of  our  town  libraries  for  such  vapid  love 
tales,  and  sentimental  hashes,  and  feeble  pictures  of  people 
with  no  character,  as  are  only  too  sure  to  be  found  in  every 
modern  library,  and  of  which  the  general  description  by 
those  who  read  them  is,  that  they  are  "  beautiful !"  or 

splendid !  "  though  what  it  is  that  is  beautiful  or  splendid, 
you  would  seek  in  vain  to  know.  Hugh  Miller's  "  Old  Red 
Sand  Stone,"  or  Harris'  Pre-Adamite  Earth,"  or  Gray's 
Elegy  alone,  is  worth  more  than  /u  such  trash  that  has  been 
published  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  and  the 
amount  has  been  numberless  cart-loads.  Your  Committee 
venture  respectfnlly  to  suggest  whether  our  own  Town 
Library  might  not  pass  under  a  careful  inspection  with  par- 
ticular reference  to  this  matter,  and,  possibly,  suffer  a  par- 
tial expurgation  with  advantage  to '  the  literary  culture  of 
Dur  young  people,  and  even  to  their  moral  tone  ?  A  book 
may  be  demoralizing  without  being  immoral,  and  of  this 
character  is  much  of  the  feeble  literature  so  fascinating  to 
the  young,  which  is  just  as  sure  to  pass  into  oblivion  in  less 
than  ten  years,  as  the  moth  which  has  deposited  its  eggs  to 
perish  before  the  return  of  spring. 

THE  CONSTANT  AND  PUNCTCTAL  ATTENDANCE 
OF  SCHOLARS. 

There  is  an  evil  in  ou:^  schools  in  relation  to  this  matter, 
the  extent  of  which  few  parents,  probably,  are  aware  of. 
The  absence  of  a  pupil  for  only  one  day  of  each  week,  will 
deprive  him  of  nearly  half  the  benefit  of  attendance  ,•  and  if 
the  habit  extends  to  any  considerable .  number  of  cjiildren, 
the  whole  school  suffers  severely.    A  habit  of  frequent  tar-

diness,  or  getting  dismissed  before  the  close  of  the  school, 
is  almost  as  bad.  It  retards  the  progress  of  a  child,  and 
makes  him  a  clog  to  his  class.  It  annoys  and  discourages  a 
teacher,  and  makes  his  labors  at  once  much  harder  and  much 
less  successful  than  they  would  otherwise  be.  Let  not  pa- 
rents pursuade  themselves  that  a  child  loses  nothing  by  be- 
ing dismissed  after  the  lessons  are  recited,  or  that  an  oc- 
casional absence  or  tardiness  is  of  no  account.  This  is  a 
great  mistake.  Some  schools  have  suffered  so  severely,  and 
so  obviously,  in  this  way,  that  the  Committee  have  contem- 
plated an  effort  to  obtain  a  meeting  of  the  parents,  that  they 
might  address  them  on  the  subject.  '  ^ 

WHAT  SHALL  WE  DO  WITH  TROUBLESOME  BOYS? 

The  authority  of  the  teacher  must  be  supreme  in  every 
school  room;  all  rules  must  be  obeyed  implicitely  and  with- 
out hesitation  by  ev^ry  scholar.     Without  this  the  whole 
thing  is  a  failure,  and  the  best  course  would  be  to  dismiss 
the  teacher  and  send  the  children  'home  to  their  parents. 
The  ca^es  of  insubordination  are  very  few  comparatively,  yet, 
they  cause  no  small  trouble^  bot^'     ^eachers  and  Committee.  . 
The  Committee  will  endeavor    "^/exercise  all  due  patience 
toward  a  boy  who  is  perverse  ana  rebellious,  and  especially 
if,  as  is  almost  invariably  the  case,  suchboy  is  under  no  con- 
trol at  home,  and  is  encouraged  in  his  improper  conduct  as 
school  by  his  parents.    Such  a  boy  is  entitled  to  pity,  and  is 
far  less  to  bp.  blamed  than  his  parents.    The  Committee  will 
suffer  injury  I  a  school,  through  the  presence  and  behavior 
of  such  a  boy,  to  |:<j|ie  utmost  limit  that  shall  seem  to  be  re- 
quired, with  the  lope  of  saving  him  to  himself  and  to  so- 
ciety, and  securing  to  him  all  the  advantages  of  a  ,  good 
education.    They  will  be  very  glad  to  find  teachers  who 
possess  the  power  to  subdue  all  manner  of  perverseness  and 
obstinacy  by  the  gentlest  moral  suasion— kind  words  and 
soft  tones  and  sweet  smiles.       .ey  will  not,  however,  hold 
themselves  bound  to  do  this.  •  Tney  will  not  Udmit  that  the 
employment  of  severe  measures  is  the  slightest  proof  of  in- 
competency on  the  part  of  a  teacher.    While  they  will  see 
to  it  that  no  child  is  injured  or  wronged,  they  will  not  guar- 
antee that  the  particular  mode  of  punishment  adopted  in  any 
case  shall  be  that  which  the  parent  would  prefer;  nor"will  a 
boy  be  allowed  to  take  the  matter  into  his  own  hands,  and  in- 
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struct  the  teacher  as  to  how  he  will  or  will  not  be  punished. 
The  authority  of  teachers  will  be  sustained  ;  strict  discipline 
will  be  the  first  thing  in  all  the  schools,  and  every  child  will 
comply. 

THE  CHARACTER  AND  DEPORTMENT  OF  YOUNG 
LADIES  ATTENDING  OUR  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

A  pure  moral  atmosphere  in  all  our  public  schools  is  the 
thing  of  paramount  importance.  The  moral  sentiment  of  the 
community  demands  this,  and  the  statute  has  been  framed 
with  most  express  reference  to  it.  Any  concievable  amount 
of  literary  advantages  would  be  purchased  far  too  dearly,  if 
at  the  expense  of  the  moral  comtamination  of  our  children. 
Ne^d  your  Committee  say,  that  an  elevated  standard  must  be 
maintained  in  the  deportment  of  the  young  ladies  attending 
our  Advanced  and  High  Schools  ?  They  believe  it  is  required 
of  them,  as  one  of  their  most  sacred  duties,  to  look  to  this 
matter  with  an  unslumbering  vigilance,  and  with  all  the 
solicitude  which  their  affection  for  their  own  children  could 
inspire.  This  they  have  done,  and  they  take  pleasure  to  say, 
that,  in  the  main,  they  find  occasion  only  for  satisfaction  and 
congratulation.  It  gives  them  much  pain,  at  the  same  time, 
to  have  to  qualify  the  statement  of  their  impression  in  re- 
lation to  this  most  important  matter,  by  saying  "m  the  main.^^ 
That  there  exists  the  very  smallest  cause  for  anxiety,  they 
exceedingly  regret  to  be  compelled  to  believe.  Such  being 
the  case,  however,  they  deem  it  incumbent  on  them  to  direct 
attention  to  the  subject  in  this  way.  This  they  do  in  the 
earnest  hope  that  the  timely  and  faithful  care  of  parents  may 
relieve  them  from  the  painful  necessity  of  any  more  decided 
action  in  the  matter.  They  will  not,  however,  permit  the 
continuance  in  the  schools  of  any  pupil  whose  presence  shall 
plainly  appear  to  involve  peril  to  others.  They  take  leave 
to  suggest,  in  this  connection,  that  the  fact  of  a  yoUng  Miss 
being  seen  often  on  the  streets,  in  the  evening,  without  a  pro- 
tector and,  apparently,  with  no  very  definite  object  in  view, 
is  not  fitted  to  benefit  her  reputation  or  her  character.  It 
is  more  than  possible  that  a  kind  motherly  oversight^aud  re- 
straint, in  this  particular  direction,  might  save  some  daugh- 
ters from  mortification,  if  not  from  serious  harm. 
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APPARATUS,  MAPS  AND  BOOKS  OP  ^  REFERENCE 
FOR  THE  SCHOOL  ROOM. 

The  statute  provides  that  the  Committee  may,  at  their 
discretion,  appropriate  from  the  income  of  th^  school  fund 
received  by  the  town  ^'any  sum,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per 
cent,  of  the  same,  to  the  purchase  of  books  of  reference, 
maps,  and  apparatus  for  the  use  of  said  schools."  Your 
Committee  will  avail  themselves  of  this  provision  to  the  full 
extent,  being  persuaded  that  by  no  other  use  of  the  money 
can  larger  benefit  be  secured  to  the  schools.  The  need  of 
apparatus  and'  maps  is  much  felt  in  all  our  schools,  while  in 
the  Advanced  and  High  Schools,  books  of  reference  would 
be  found  of  exceeding  value  in  elucidating  subjects  under 
consideration,  and  in  stimulating  and  encouraging  pupils  to. 
more  extended  acquisitions  in  science  and  literature.

They  once  more  solicit  the 
co-operation  of  parents  in  a  matter  which  so  nearly  concerns 
them.  They  especially  invite  their  frequent  visits  to  the 
schools,  and  that  with  a  view  to  an  actual  knowledge  of  the 
real  condition  of  things,  and  lending  their  honest  support 
and  aid  to  teachers  laboring  faithfully  for  their  children's 
welfare.  The  result  of  such  a  practice  could  not  fail  to  be, 
to  a  large  extent,  a  very  marked  improvement  in  the  state 
of  the  schools,  and  satisfaction  and  pride,  on  the  part  of 
parents,  in  the  place  of  discontent  and  complaining.  Our 
Public  Schools  constitute  one  of  the  paramount  interests  of 
our  prosperous  and  highly  favored  town.  Should  not 
parents,  teachers  and  Committee  all  strive  in  harmony  and 
good  faith  to  secure  their  highest  efficiency  ?

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APPENDIX. 


1.  Tke  teachers  will  be  a^t  their  school-rooms  fifteen  miniites,  anci  in  stormy  or  cold 
weather  twentj'  minutes,  befbi-e  school  time. 

2.  They  will  see  that  their  rooms,  grounds,  and  all  the  premises  of  the  school-house  are 
kopt  neat  and  in  good  'order  during  term  time. 

3.  They  are  not  to  dismiss  their  schools  or  change  the  school  hours,  except  by  permission 
of  the  committee,  nor  mu.st  any  recess  exceed  lifteen  minutes. 

4.  No  contributions  for  any  purpose  are  to  be  taken  up,  no  notices  given  not  pertaining 
to  the  direct  v/ork  of  the  school,  and  no  agents  permitted  to  display  their  books  or  wares 
in  the  schools. 

5.  Scholars  who  do  not  reach  the  school-house  before  the  school  opens,  or  who  have  been 
absent  from  school,  must  bring  a  written  excuse  from  their  parents  or  guardians,  before 
they  can  be  admitted.    This  applies  to  all  but  Primary  Schools. 

6.  Any  damage  done  to  the  school-house,  grounds,  or  premises,  must  be  paid  for  by  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  the  child  or  children  doing  it.  The  "General  Statutes  of  Massachu- 
setts" enact,  that  all  such  wilful  and  wanton  damage  shall  be  pimished  "by  a  tine  not 
exceeding  live  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  exceeding  one  year." 

7.  No  deviation  must  be  made  from  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Committee; 
nor  any  scholar  either  degraded  or  promoted  without  their  assent. 

8.  The  Vacations  and  Holidays  for  the  coming  year  will  be  as  follows,  besides  two  half 
days  each  term,  which  teachers  are  earnestly  recommended  to  take  for  the  purpose  of 
visiting  other  schools : — 

The  High  School  will  have  a  recess  of  one  week,  near  the  middle  of  May,  and  close  on 
Friday,  eJune  30th.  AVill  commence  Monday,  Sept.  4th,  and  will -have  a  recess  from 
Wednesday,  the  day  befoi'e  Thanksgiving,  till  one  week  from  the  following  Monday,  and 
another  recess  of  one  week  near  the  middle  of  February. 

The  Central  and  North  Woburn  Advanced  will  have  a  recess  of  one  week  near  the  mid- 
dle of  May,  and  close  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  June  27tli  and  28th.  Will  commence 
on  Monday,  Sept.  4th,  and  have  a  recess  from  Wednesday,  the  day  before  Thanksgiving, 
till  one  week  from  the  following  Monday,  and  anothe/ recess  of  two  weeks  near  the 
iiliddle  of  February. 

A II  the  other  Schools,  will  have  a  recess  of  one  week  about  the  middle  of  May,  and  close 
during  the  week  ending  June  24th.  Will  commence  Sept.  4th,  and  have  a  recess  from 
Wednesdajy  before  Thaidfsgiving,  till  tv70  weeks  from  the  following  Monday,  and  another 
recess  of  two  weeks  about  the  middle  of  February, 

Holidays.— SuMMEK  Tekm— June  1st.  Fall  Tekm — The  day  of  the  meeting  of  the 
"Middlesex  County  Teachers'  Association."  Winter  Tekm— Christmas,  New  Year's, 
Washington's  Birthday.  When  any  of  these  days  fall.on  Sunday,  the  previous  Friday  will 
be  substituted  if  the  Monday  succeeding  is  not  celebrated  by  the  Town. 

Examinations. — Thes^e  will  lie  annual,  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  Term,  and  will  be 
very  tliorough.  At  least  one  entire  day  will  be  given  to  the  Higli  School,  and  the  Central 
and  North  Woburn  Advanced,  and  not  less  than  half  a  day  to  each  of  the  other  Schools.

Cornell's  Pri- 
mary Geography.  Drawing  and  Printing  on  Slates  and  Blackboards.  Singing.  Physical 
Exercise.  Games.  Oral  Instruction.  Calkin's  Object  Teaching.  Scholars  remain  in 
these  schools  abou-t  three  years,  till  eight  years  old. 


INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS. 


The  course  in  these  schools  is  three  years.  Reading  :  Sargent's  Second  and  part  of  Third 
Reader.  Robinson's  Progressive  Intellectual  Arithmetic,  and  Robinson's  Rudiments  of 
AVritten  Arithmetic.  Cornell's  Intermediate  Geography.  Spelling.  Sargent's  Spelling 
Book.  Writing,  Singing,  Drawing  Maps,  etxj.,  on  Slates  and  Blackboards.  Scholars  grad- 
uate from  these  schools  to  the  Advanced  Schools  at  about  eleven  yeaxs  of  age.
